Issues Statement 

This, in effect, was the expose

connection with the Huntington 
Beach oil controversy. 

Mr. West, who had been at Sac¬ 
ramento working for the island 
bill, had returned today. He is¬ 
sued a lengthy statement. He also 
said his recent statement about 
legislators being dominated by big 
business was meant to mean that 
practically the entire senate was 
so controlled, and not just a few 
men to whom he talked. 

“Common Gossip” 

Mr. West did not attempt to 
answer the question “Who Killed 
Cock Robin?” but said it was com¬ 
mon gossip at Sacramento that 
something happened overnight. 
What it was the public may never 
know, he said. 

While Mr. West produced no di¬ 
rect evidence or specific facts to 
back up the claim of scandal, he 
suggested that he would like to 
have more time to dig into the 
matter, and pointed out that in the 
great Teapot Dome scandal it took 
several years to bring out all the

:t Insures Hearing in 
Highest Tribunal tor 
Longtime Prisoner 


SACRAMENTO, Monday, June 
17. IJP)—Across the paper-strewn 
floorB of the state legislature rang 
a long-awaited, even cherished, 
pronouncement at 12:01 a. m. to¬ 
day. 

From the rostrum of the assem¬ 
bly echoed the voice of Speaker 
Edward Craig: 

“The California legislature Is 
adjourned sine die.” 

The seven words brought to an 
end all-time record sessions 

Longest in the history of the 
state, 125 days, it brings to Cali¬ 
fornia taxpayers an unprecedented 
pocketbook touch for $.’(60,000,000 
to run the government for the next 
two years. 

Record Budget 

Along with it comes a record 
budget of $.’(72,000,000, which 
probably will be raised to nearly 
.$400,000,000 by the end of the 
1935-37 biennium, a special session 
of the legislature being in sight 
next winter to raise added funds 
for unemployment relief and new 
taxes in addition to the $115,000,- 
000 new revenue program passed 
this session. 

Besides the record tax and bud¬ 
get program, the legislature set 
up an unemployment insurance 
act, liberalized old age pensions, 
and provided a new mortgage 
moratorium law, but failed to 
carry out the pledges of either 
major party for a 30-hour week. 

The last hectic hours of the long 
session, which dates back to Jan¬ 
uary 7, saw some of the most dra¬ 
matic moments of the session— 
moments enlivened by the snap of

TO STUDY SENTENCE 

Paper Must Be Returned 
June 27 When Date 
Will Be Settled 


SAN FRANCISCO, Monday, 
June 17. I7PI—The California state 
supreme court today issued a writ 
of habeas corpus in behalf of 
Thomas J. Mooney, convicted San 
Francisco Preparedness day bomb¬ 
er. The writ is returnable June 27. 

Issuance of the writ brings the 
question of the legality of Moon¬ 
ey’s 18-year imprisonment into the 
state’s highest tribunal for the 
first time. 

In 1918, the supreme court de¬ 
nied a petition for a writ of coram 
nobis, and the action was gener¬ 
ally taken to mean that Mooney 
had no remedy in <r.he c.ate courts 
for his conviction on assertedly 
perjured testimony. 

However, Chief Justice William 
H. Waste pointed out today that 
this is the first opportunity the su¬ 
preme court has had to pass on 
the habeas corpus action.

Probability that Orange and 
other southern counties will ap¬ 
peal directly to Washington for as¬ 
sistance in carrying an almost im¬ 
possible relief load will be dis¬ 
cussed Saturday at a meeting of 
supervisions of California counties 
in Los Angeles.

San Diego supervisors arranged 
the conference following announce¬ 
ment that after June 30 all unem¬ 
ployables now on SERA rolls will 
be turned back to the counties for 
aid has been estimated that this 
new program will approximately 
double this county’s welfare costs. 

Supervisor W. C. Jerome, repre¬ 
senting Orange county at the con¬ 
ference, declared "it is high time 
for southern counties to appeal 
directly to Washington for assist¬ 
ance in carrying a relief load they 
cannot carry."

TOKYO, Monday, June 17. CPI— 
The Rengo (Japanese) News 
Agency < orrespondent at Hsinking, 
Manchoukuo, reported today that 
the high military council at Hsin¬ 
king had decided Gen. Sung Chey- 
Yuan, governor of Chahar prov¬ 
ince, China, must quit office. 

The military council, it was re¬ 
ported, decided that if the Chinese 
National army government did not 
remove General Sung, the Japan¬ 
ese army would have to do so. 

The report was interpreted as 
indicating the Japanese army was 
determined to add another Chinese 
province to its sphere of domina¬ 
tion, dictating what Chinese offi¬ 
cials shall administer office and 
what Chinese troops shall garrison 
Chahar as well as Hopei provinces. 

It was from Hopei province that 
the Japanese ousted Gen. Yu 
Hsueh-Chung, who was governor 
there until a week ago, together 
with his army. Nanking govern¬ 
ment troops also are evacuating 
Hopei. 

The Hsinking headquarters of 
General Jiro Minami, commander 
of the Kwantung army, issued a 
statement alleging that General 
Sung’s troops crossed the Man- 
ehoukuan border and fired on sev¬ 
eral Manchoukuans. 

Dispatches from Hsinking said 
it was understood that the Japan¬ 
ese army felt compelled to "take 
dractic action.” 


WASHINGTON, Monday, June 
17. <JP )—The three key men of 
the midget NRA set out today on 
an attempt to “sell” its principles 
to the public, business and labor. 

These men—headed by James 
L. O’Neill, vice president of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New 
York—planned a selling campaign 
on what was termed an “educa¬ 
tional” basis—not a high pressure 
effort such as characterized the 
birth of the original Blue Eagle. 
They may use a changed Blue 
Eagle as their emblem. 

I .eon C. Marshall was appointed 
as head of the "division of review" 
to survey the effects of the old 
codes, demolished by the supreme 
court, and assemble the data. A 
second division set up by the presi¬ 
dent was the “division of business 
cooperation,” with Prentiss L.: 
Coonley as its head. Its purpose 
will be “to aid in the voluntary 
maintenance by trade and indus¬ 
trial groups of standards of fair 
competition.” 

The old NRA expired last mid¬ 
night. A few hours before that 
President Roosevelt, in an execu¬ 
tive order, formally created the 
new "stop gap" NRA enacted by 
congress last week, and named 
O'Neill as acting administrator.

sued here annually averaged 1000 
more than in the years after the 
law became active. 

County Clerk J. M. Backs said 
today that in June, 1927, the 
month before the "three-day" law 
became active, there were 635 li¬ 
censes issued here, setting an all- 
time county record. In 1927, with 
the law operative after July, the 
total number of licenses issued was 
4587. In 1926 there were 5026 li¬ 
censes issued, making tha> the 
peak year in county history. 

In 1928, the year after adop¬ 
tion of the “gin marriage" law, 
licenses issued in the county 
dropped to 3548. The greatest 
number issued since that time was 
in 1934 when 4092 couples secured 
licenses. 

County Clerk Backs pointed out 
today that should the measure be 
signed by Governor Merriam. reve¬ 
nue of the bureau should increase 
by approximately $2000 a year, 
based on past years’ records. 


Lovelorn couples are watching 
and waiting while Gov. Frank 
Merriam is deciding whether or 
not he will sign the repeal of this 
state's “gin marriage” or three- 
day license law recently approved 
by the legislature. At the same 
time Orange county officials are 
waiting, not because of any ro¬ 
mantic leanings, but because re¬ 
peal of the law would mean addi¬ 
tional revenue for the county. 

For many years prior to adop¬ 
tion of the "gin marriage” law in 
July, 1927, Santa Ana was a 
Gretna Green for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia couples that had been bit¬ 
ten by the “love bug." 

Proof of Orange county's popu¬ 
larity with couples intent on ma¬ 
trimony is found in records of the 
license bureau. These records show

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RISING WATERS FRIGHTEN LOWLAND FARMERS IN SOUTH TEXAS 


12 DEAD, WHILE 
HUNDREDS ARE 
MAROONED 


Flood Damage Estimated 
at Over $2,500,000 
by Austin Mayor 

AUSTIN, Tex., Monday, June 
17. (2P)—Lowland dwellers and 

farmers in southern Texas viewed 
rising streams with alarm today 
as flood waters began receding in 
the central portion of the state. 

The known death list stood at 
12, and fears were expressed that 
more bodies would be found. 
Hundreds of persons still were ma¬ 
rooned and many highways were 
impassable because of damage to 
hundreds of bridges. Damage was 
estimated at more than $2,500,000 
by Mayor Tom Miller. The mu¬ 
nicipal light plant was flooded, 
leaving the city without lights. 
The water supply was rationed 
out. 


FLOOD THREAT IN 
COLORADO REDUCED 

DENVER. Monday, June 17. UP) 
—Cool weather reduced the flood 
threat today in Colorado's moun¬ 
tain country but brought new 
danger of high water to the plains 
region. 

Cloudbursts last night again 
filled dry gulches and sent streams 
out of their banks. At Bethune, 
in extreme east central Colorado, 
the steel bridge of the Rock Is¬ 
land railroad was washed away 
after an inch of rain.

facts and place them before the 
public. 

The island drilling proposition, 
at least for the present, is dead. 
The senate refused to agree to it 
after the assembly had approved 
the program. 

SO Days to Sign 

The whipstock bill, providing for 
slant drilling from Standard Oil 
company land along the Hunting- 
ton Beach bluffs, now rests on the 
desk of Governor Merriam. Mr. 
West has predicted that the exec¬ 
utive will sign it. 

Adjournment of the legislature 
at 12:01 a. m. today gives the gov¬ 
ernor 30 days in which to sign the 
whipstock bill. Had the legislature 
remained in session all day, the 
bill would have become law at 
midnight tonight, without his sig¬ 
nature. 

Mayor T. B. Talbert, Council¬ 
man Leland S. Chamness and 
James S. Farquhar, publisher of 
the Huntington Beach News, went 
to Sacramento last night to urge 
the governor to approve the whip¬ 
stock measure. 

Bill’s Provisions 

If the whipstock bill is signed, 
drilling must be started within 60 
days according to an agreement 
signed by the City of Huntington 
Beach, the Standard, Signal and 
Hancock Oil companies, the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach Land company and 
the Pacific Electric Railway com¬ 
pany. A $25,000 bonus in cash 
would be paid the city at the drill¬ 
ing of the first well. City officials 
estimate royalty income to the city 
under the bill would be about 
$ 100 , 000 . 

The whipstock bill provides fo 
exploitation of the state's oil re¬ 
sources at Huntington Beach on a 
basis whereby the city would re¬ 
ceive 3 percent and the state 16% 
percent. Approximately 52 wells 
would be drilled on Standard land. 

Recall Move Began 

The island bill provided a 3 per¬ 
cent royalty to the city, a like 
royalty to Orange county and 20 
percent to the state until the cost 
of drilling was returned. After that 
the state’s share woud have been 
30 percent. 

A movement was under way at 
Huntington Beach for recall of 
Mayor Talbert. Councilmen An¬ 
thony Tovatt and J. H. Marion as 
an aftermath of their activity. 
They are accused of building a po¬ 
litical machine, incompetence and 
neglect of duty, as well as ex¬ 
travagance. The Huntington Beach 
Chamber of Commerce has backed 
them up. 

Mr. West’s complete statement 
follows: 

Another Scandal 

"The scandal that has been 
brewing over the Huntington 
Beach tideland oil pool is only an¬ 
other chapter in the history of the 
oil business. No other great Amer- 
lcan industry has been responsible 
for so large a number of scandals, 
state and national, as that of the 
oil business. Financial giants and 
high public officials, including a 
member of a president’s cabinet, 
have been indicted and tried be¬ 
fore various courts of the land. A 
strange fact running through the 
history of the oil business Is the 
large number of investigations and 
Indictments, compared to the few 
convictions obtained or penalties 
Imposed. 

"Even where convictions have 
been obtained the penalties have 
rarely been paid. As an example in 
1911, the Federal Court found the 
Standard Oil company a monopoly

I and guilty of crimes against the 
public. A fine of 29 million dollars 
was levied. And this great oil mo¬ 
nopoly of 26 Broadway, New York 
city, was ordered dissolved into 20 
odd competing companies or 
groups. Today many of the com¬ 
panies resulting from this dissolu¬ 
tion by court decree are larger and 
more powerful than the parent 
company ordered dissolved by the 
court. The 29 million dollar fine 
| was never paid. 

“Few who read even the news¬ 
paper story of the trial of the 
Standard Oil company will forget 
the heartless sordid and wholly in¬ 
human practices revealed in the 
evidence at the trial. There seems 
to be something in the very nature 
of the oil business which transfers 
the slippery quality of the sub¬ 
stance itself to those who deal in 
it. Witness the array of charges 
and indictments of the Talbots, 
Fullers, Dohenys, Falls and so on 
back to the King Fish of the oil 
industry himself. 

Fight By Public 

"However, a gallsmt fight has 
been made by the public and its 
officials, who sometimes combine 
intelligence, courage and honesty, 
for fair dealings in this great nat¬ 
ural resource of the country. But 
the public has seldom won a skir¬ 
mish and never a major engage 
ment. I predict that the public is 
licked in the case of the Hunting- 
ton Beach oil field and will remain 
licked until huge money can cease 
to corrupt elected officials, and 
until the mass of voters become 
sufficiently informed and inter¬ 
ested ba to be no longer deluded 
by smoke screen issues raised by 
stockholders, employees and oth¬ 
ers with a selfish interest. 

"About the state oil pool at 
Huntington Beach there afe two 
simple propositions. First: will the 
taxpayers of this state demand 
that this oil be developed on be¬ 
half of the public who owns it? 
Second: How can the public’s 
rightful ownership to this wealth 
be realized? 

"Proposition No. 11 voted on by 
the people in 1932 proposed to 
turn over to this state owned oil 
reservoir to the City of Hunting- 
ton Beach. The state would have 
gotten nothing unless Huntington 
Beach had in turn leased this oil 
field on a royalty basis. In this 
event the state was to receive one- 
half of the royalty. The voters 
turned down this propositions. I 
believe the public would the more 
readily oppose turning this public 
wealth over to Standard OH com¬ 
pany. 

The Royalty Question 

"Assembly bill No. 1684, now on 
the governor’s desk proposes, not 
the turning over this oil field to 
the City of Huntington Beach but 
to the Standard Oil company, and 
on a royalty, of 16% percent to 
the state compared to 36 percent 
royalty basis that has actually 
been offered the public. It is gen¬ 
erally believed that 40 or 45 per¬ 
cent royalty could be realized on 
an honest competitive bid by a 
responsible company. 

“The Standard Oil company 
owns all the shore line fronting 
this field. It is obvious, therefore, 
that no one can take this oil ex¬ 
cept on the Standard Oil’s terms 
or by drilling from the tidelands. 
And here is the crux of the oppo¬ 
sition from those who would see 
the public deprived of its share in 
this greatest known state owned 
wealth. 

"Those who oppose drilling from 
the tide waters may be divided 
Into two classes: (a) those who 
honestly and sincerely fear the po- 
lution of the beaches; (b) those 
who have a selfish interest in rob¬ 
bing the public of this vast wealth 
and their employees or those oth¬ 
erwise subservient to the 'inspired 
slogans.’ 

Many Telegrams 

"During the recent debate in 
the assembly and senate at Sacra¬ 
mento on the Huntington Beach 
question, almost every legislator 
had large sheaves of telegrams. A 
great percentage of these were 
without question inspired by one 
of the great oil companies. In fact 
one after another of these tele¬ 
grams were verbatim and were 
shown to come from the employees 
of the oil company and their rela¬ 
tives who vigorously proclaimed 
themselves as unalterably opposed 
to the polutlon of the beaches. 

"It is hard to believe that any 
one, not dictated to by his em¬ 
ployer, or otherwise selfishly bene- 
fltting, would favor putting oil 
wells in the tidelands of this coaat 
line, if he had knowledge or was 
convinced that there was real dan¬ 
ger of poluting the beaches. 

For my part, after going Into 
this question of danger of polu- 
tion with several competent and 
unprejudiced oil men, and after 
listening to a large number of ex¬ 
perts at the recent oil hearing in 
Huntington Beach, all of whom 
testified that the oil from this 
Huntington Beach pool could be 
developed from its tidewaters 
without any real danger of polut¬ 
ing the beaches. I much prefer to 
see the taxpayers benefit from this 
public owned resource, than to see 
it turned over as a reward to pri¬ 
vate greed and cupidity. 

Favors Competition 
The largest property owner in 
the county, who owns several miles 
of the finest coastline property 
in Orange county, favors competi¬ 
tive development of this oil field. 
Most of my own property fronts on 
the bathing beach at Laguna. But 
I am not as much afraid of polu- 
tion from tideland developing as I 
am of having my property value 
destroyed by ever mounting taxes, 
while the state surrenders to vest¬ 
ed interest its great natural re¬ 
source. 

“All during this fight I have 
urged the right of the public to 
the. benefits of competitive bidding 
in this field. After Assembly bill 
No. 1684 was presented, allowing 
the state only 16 2-3 per cent, the 
county nothing, and a supposed 3 
per cent to the City of Huntington 
Beach, I favored the Gillmore 
proposition, not because I thought 


it gave the people all they should 
have, but according to those in the 
assembly backing the measure, it 
offered the public the best it could 
hope for. The 36 per cent offered 
was nearly double what the Stand¬ 
ard Assembly bill No. 1684 of¬ 
fered the public. And of vast im¬ 
portance to the people of this 
county, we would have received a 
3 per cent royalty, or an estimated 
annual income of from $400,000 to 
$500,000 for the next 30 years or 
more. With 41 printed pages of 
delinquent tax properties in 
Orange county this $400,000 or 
$500,000 of new revenue should es¬ 
pecially be welcomed. 

"While this oil fight is first a 
state issue, I have contended that 
the County of Orange and the City 
of Huntington Beach, because of 
their location and expenditures in 
developing this area, should par¬ 
ticipate directly in the royalties 
from production—though neither 
city nor county have any legal 
rights to this oil. 

Interprets Bill 

“Just what can the public ex¬ 
pect In royalties, from oil taken 
from this state owned pool wheth¬ 
er the governor does, or does not 
sign Assembly Bill No. 1684 ? The 
answer to this is little or nothing 
in addition to what It is now re¬ 
ceiving. 

“First the bill does not require 
the Standard Oil to drill further 
wells into this pool from shore, 
secondly, if they should drill they 
would be required to pay the state 
16 2-3 per cent production from all 
new wells. The Standard Oil com¬ 
pany already has 28 wells, six of 
which are whipstocked into the 
state’s pool, and 22 of which are 
drilled at the edge of the bluff or 
beach. On the oil produced from 
these wells the Standard is paying 
no royaylty. It can not be made 
to pay royalty on any of these 
wells except possibly the 6 that are 
slanted into the state oil. Com¬ 
petent geologists say the 22 verti¬ 
cal wells are draining, and can 
continue to drain a substantial 
part of the state pool indirectly 
due to the pervious nature of the 
oil sand and the migratory nature 
of the oil itself. So what? The 
Standard Oil company will nat¬ 
urally produce as little as possible 
from whipstock wells on which It 
pays a royalty and drain as much 
of the state oil as it can from its 
vertical wells on which it pays no 
royalty, either to the state, city or 
county. Hence, the Standard Oil 
company will take the oil, with but 
little royalty, whether Assembly 
bill No. 1684 is signed or vetoed. 

“Smoke Screen” 

"Those who are not informed or 
convinced of the technological abil¬ 
ity to produce this oil from the 
tidelands without danger of pollut¬ 
ing the beaches will naturally re¬ 
sign themselves to the fact that 
the public cannot do anything to 
prevent this colossal theft. How¬ 
ever, those who have raised and 
financed the argument of beach 
pollution are well aware that it is 
only a smoke screen, and many of 
these advocates have so confessed 
in private. Yet they feel that they 
must do what the uninformed pub¬ 
lic have been scared into demand¬ 
ing of them. 

“For example, Speaker Craig of 
the assembly and Senator Edwards 
both willingly admit the "SAVE 
THE BEACHES” issue is only an 
alibi, which literally means not 
“SAVE THE BEACHES FOR 
THE PEOPLE.” but rather 
“SAVE THE STATE OIL POOL 
FOR THE STANDARD OIL COM¬ 
PANY.” Yet they both supported 
assembly bill No. 1684, which 
would give the Standard Oil com¬ 
pany this oil, and Speaker Craig 
opposed Senate Bill No. 959, which 
would have given the public nearly 
double the royalty obtainable un¬ 
der the Standard Oil bill, including 
a 3 per cent royalty to Orange 
county. 

"Apparently these two repre¬ 
sentatives prefer to deprive the 
people of this great wealth which 
some have ‘ignorantly’ demanded, 
instead of protecting it for the 
people, which they confess should 
be done. 

“It was encouraging to find that 
James B. Utt, our representative, 
whose district covers the coast 
line, has not been confused by in¬ 
spired telegrams or smoke screen 
issues, and has fought straight 
through for the public’s right. 

No. 950 Killed 

"Senate bill No. 959, providing 
competitive development of this oil 
field, passed the assembly, 46 to 
32. A poll of the Senate Thurs¬ 
day night, June 13, was reported 
to show a favorable vote in the 
senate by at least 2 or 3 majority. 
Yet the following morning, when 
the measure came up, Senator 
Swing, who had agreed to handle 
the bill, suddenly and mysteriously 
requested the assembly amend¬ 
ment be not concurred in. Thus 
the measure met the death of Cock 
Robin, Senator Edwards ducking 
the roll call. Apparently there 
was nothing in writing, but gossip 
was common around the corridors 
and the capitol grounds that some¬ 
thing happened overnight. What 
It was the public may never know. 
We recall it took the United States 
Department of Justice and the 
best legal brains In the country 
several years to run down and 
prove the Tea Pot Dome scandal. 
This has the same unsavory smell 
as that scandal did for years be¬ 
fore it became a matter of court 
record. Maybe those who switched 
the last few hours will give the 
public some explanation other than 
that their sudden conversion 
against the measure was the re¬ 
sult of inspired telegrams which 
they received. 

‘If there is anything more pa¬ 
thetic or tragic in government 
than IGNORANCE IN ACTION, it 
is a corrupted leadership deluding 
the people to their own great loss. 
Senator Swing and Assemblyman 
Lyon were reported to have with¬ 
drawn their support from this bill 
because they found out that the 
governor did not favor it. Even 
if true, this would be a poor ex¬ 
cuse for turning the people down.”

tempers worn thin by weeks and 
months of 16-hour days. 

Good Natured Ending 

Biting criticism, bitter recrimi¬ 
nations, clenched fists ready to 
fight but restrained by the more 
even-tempered of the legislature, 
were written into those last hours. 

But an hour before adjournment, 
good nature replaced ill feeling. 
Fifteen minutes before Speaker 
Craig adjourned the session, Gov. 
Merriam appeared and bade the 
legislators God-speed. 

The drive down the home stretch 
to adjournment witnessed action 
in the last 36 hours upon these 
major pieces of legislation: 

1. Defeat of the Gilmore bill to 
increase truck taxes by $1,800,- 
000 amid charges by Senator 
Olson, Los Angeles, that "there 
have been rumors of big sums of 
money being spent in the legisla¬ 
tive corridors on this bill,’’ the vote 
was 21 to 8. 

2. Defeat in the senate, 19-9, of 
the $19,000,000 Kallam bill impos¬ 
ing a one to five-cent severance 
tax on casinghead gasoline, nat¬ 
ural gas and oil. 

Auto Tax Passes 

3. Junking of the $6,000,000 
Lyon one-percent real estate trans¬ 
fer tax in the assembly. 

4. Passage of the Duval bill 
transferring automobile property 
taxes from cities and counties to 
the state, with $15,000,000 going ] 
to the state and $11,000,000 to 
cities and counties. The senate 
concurred in assembly amend¬ 
ments. 

5. Passage, 32 to 0, by the sen¬ 
ate of the Cottrell unemployment | 
insurance act establishing weekly l 
benefits from $7 to $15, with em¬ 
ployers paying one per cent of 
their payrolls the first year, two 
per cent the second and three per 
cent the third, and thereafter, and 
employes contributing half of one 
per cent of their salaries the first 
two years and one per cent the 
third and following years. 

6. Veto by Gov. Merriam of the 
Garrison-Jesperson bill enabling 
municipalities to issue revenue 
bonds upon a majority vote of the 
people for the establishment of 
public utilities or acquisition of 
them. The governor claimed the 
bill violated sound economic prin¬ 
ciples, principally in permitting 
unlimited bond issues without a 
two-thirds vote of the people. 

7. Defeat by the assembly of an 
attempt, to repeal the criminal 
syndicalism laws. 

Approve Bond Election 

8. Approval of a special election 
August 13 upon the question of 
issuing $13,950,000 in bonds for 
improvements to state institutions 
and state negotiations for short 
term loans to finance the esti¬ 
mated deficit of $25,000,000 for the 
1933-35 biennium. 

9. Approval of the Sharkey res¬ 
olution putting upon the next gen¬ 
eral election ballot the question of 
repealing the permanent registra¬ 
tion law and delegating to the 
legislature the power to set up a 
system of registration of voters. 

10. Defeat in the senate of the 
Redwine-Jones act to exclude 
paupers, indigents, vagabonds, ho¬ 
boes and other undesirables from 
the state, opponents claiming it 
was a "thoroughly un-American 
measure.” The vote was 21 to 13. 

11. Prospects of a constitutional 
convention were killed in the as¬ 
sembly, where the third attempt 
to provide such a conference to 
rewrite the complicated California 
constitution was defeated in rejec¬ 
tion of the Evans bill calling for a 
convention in 1&36. 

12. The senate, 27 to 8, killed 
the anti-injunction bill, passed by 
the assembly. It would prevent 
a nemployer from obtaining a 
court order in a labor dispute to 
restrain an employe from joining 
a union, stopping work or paying 
money to a person involved in a 
dispute, supplying information 
about a strike or boycotting. 

13. Investigation of charges that 
the industrial accident commission 
management of the workmen’s 
compensation fund was being man¬ 
aged unfairly was authorized by 
the senate. 

OH Bill Killed 

14. A committee was empowered 
to investigate the feasibility of 
public ownership of utilities by the 
state. 

15. A last - minute attempt to 
open the rich Huntington Beach 
tideland oil pool to drilling from 
artificial islands was killed for 
the fourth time In the assembly, 

41 to 34, amid charges of "trick¬ 
ery” by opponents. 

16. The Peyser bill extending the 
provisions of the mortgage mora¬ 
torium act to chattel morgagea 
pledged as additional security to 
the real property mortgage was 
passed in the senate. 

17. The Nielsen bill carrying out 
the provisions of the civil service 
act voted by the people last fall 
to put 6,000 state employes out of 
the reach of patronage was voted 
in the senate. 

18. The assembly, for the sec¬ 
ond time, defeated the Garrison 
bill setting up a purity of elections 
law. 

19. Senator Seawell’s omnibus 
road bill to add about 500 miles 
of county highways to parlia¬ 
mentary maneuvering, being sent 
to reprint after being amended 
and failing to reach the floor 
again before adjournment. 

No Money to L. A. 

20. Assemblyman Minard 
dropped the controversial bill pro¬ 
posing California's participation in 
an oil conservation compact with 
other western states. 

21. Comically, the bill originally 
providing a $500,000 appropriation 
to aid Los Angeles in acquiring 
lands for buildings at the Pacific 
Exposition of 1938 was cut to $25,- 
000 in the assembly, to $5,000 and 
then $1 in the senate and finally 
refused passage when returned to

She 
was nervous, agitated, wholly un¬ 
like the woman 15 years ago who 
was arrested for beating Alberta 
Meadows to death in a secluded 
hillspot in eastern Los Angeles 

She looked more like an actress 
than a woman being released after 
being held more than 12 years in 
the state penitentiary on a charge 
of murder. 

A small black hat fit snugly 
over her waved hair, a longish 
bob, and she was a blue and white 
flowered dress. 

Under the California law her 
prison sentence on conviction for 
second degree murder was inde¬ 
terminate—10 years to life. Be¬ 
fore commitment to the state 
prison she escaped from the Los 
Angeles county jail and was ar- 
I rested months later in Honduras 


I and returned to pay the debt to 
society for the killing of the wom¬ 
an she suspected of intimacy with 
1 her husband. 

It was a small automobile in 
i which she left the state prison, 
not unlike the machine in which 
she drove Alberta Meadows up the 
brown hillside road July 12, 1922, 
and then walked her to the fatal 
beating and death. 

There were tears in her eyes as 
she entered the car today with 
her sister, Mrs, Etta Mae Jackson. 
Her smile was a nervous smile. 

Her sister said they would drive 
to Los Angeles, but she does not 
intend to remain there long, say¬ 
ing that she planned to go east. 

Five pieces of baggage were 
stowed away in the car, three of 
them musical instruments, a banjo, 
saxophone and violin, for she had 
organized an orchestra in the 
women's prison. 

Husband Waiting 

There were two automobiles in 
the going away party. The wom¬ 
an in the second car did not dis¬ 
close her identity, saying she was 
merely a friend. Armour Phillips, 
husband of the woman who now is 
36 years of age, was not at the 
prison gates. When or where he 
would meet her was not. disclosed, 
her only comment about him hav¬ 
ing been that he was "standing 
by.” 

Mrs. Phillips said she has no 
plans for the present, but later 
may follow up the dentistry she 
has been studying while prisoner, 
and take the state examination. 
She wtil first visit her mother, 
Mrs. Ola Weaver, at Le Mesa, near 
San Diego.

BALBOA ISLAND, Monday, 
June 17.—Property owners and 
residents of Balboa Island mapped 
out a program for construction of 
a $125,000 seawall around the is¬ 
land at a meeting in the Balboa 
Yacht club Friday night. The im¬ 
provements project would be a 
strong, uniformly designed wall 
which wouid beautify the island 
and increase property values. 

After hearing the seawall plan 
Outlined, the group named Harry 
L. Parks, chairman of the Newport 
Beach city planning commission 
and prominent Balboa Island resi¬ 
dent, to head the citizens group 
which will conduct a survey of the 
sentiment of island residents and 
property owners and will prepare 
detailed information on the 
Bubject. 

Mr. Parks selected Dr. Howard 
W. Seagar as chairman of a com¬ 
mittee of 10 to investigate the sea¬ 
wall plan, outline a tentative pro¬ 
gram and report back to a second 
meeting of property owners to¬ 
morrow night. The committee in¬ 
cludes Mrs. A. S. Richardson, Mrs. 
Harry Rider, Mrs. Gertrude Wal¬ 
dron, Donald Beach Kirby, J. B. 
Parks, Judge Granger Hiers, C. W. 
Rutter, John Legg and Antone 
Hershey. 

At a recent meeting of the New¬ 
port Beach city council, the sea¬ 
wall program was one of the nine 
Public Works Administration proj¬ 
ects suggested to cover a 10-year 
building period, by City Engineer 
R. L. Patterson. More than a 
million dollars would be expended 
on the nine proposed projects. 

Since the present retaining wall 
around the island is patched and 
in places has collapsed, leaders in 
favor of the movement claim the 
need of a new wall is imperative. 
The committee is considering a 
special design and underwater 
lights for the wall which would 
enhance the beauty of the island. 

According to present plans, the 
PWA program will be followed 
out. This calls for the preparation 
of detailed plans and specifica¬ 
tions for the proposed seawall and 
the endorsement of residents. City 
officials would then be petitioned 
to form an assessment district for 
a bond issue. The $125,000 neces¬ 
sary for the project would be ob¬ 
tained by a 45 per cent federal 
grant and a 55 per cent loan at 
4 per cent over a long period of 
time.

Neglect Most Sinful 
More destructive than other sins, 
however, the minister declared, 
Christ called the sin of neglect, 
"Not only will it steal our happi¬ 
ness,” Dr. Buchanan said, "but our 
hope of eternal life as well.” 

Concluding the address, he quot¬ 
ed: “'Who then is the faithful 
and wise servant, whom his Lord 
has set over his household, to give 
them their food in due season? 
Blessed is that servant, whom his 
Lord when he cometh shall find so 
doing'.”

Seven hundred citrus 'rowers 
from throughout the Southland 
had returned to their homes today 
to put into practice methods of 
grove operation and pest control 
recommended at the afternoon ses¬ 
sion of the citrus growers’ insti¬ 
tute in the Frances Willard school 
here Saturday. 

Agricultural Commissioner D. 
V/. Tubbs, Farm Advisor Harold 
Wahlberg and A. M. Boyce, ento¬ 
mologist at the citrus experiment 
station, Riverside, were the speak¬ 
ers. while W. R. Schoonover, cit¬ 
rus specialist for the Agricultural 
Extension Service of the Univer¬ 
sity of California, presided. 

Larger than usual infestations 
of pests will necessitate larger 
outlays for control this year, Mr. 
Tubbs said. 

Recommendations 

His recommendations for treat¬ 
ment included properly timed 
fumigation for black, red and pur¬ 
ple scale: a summer oil spray and 
later a fumigation for heavy in¬ 
festations of red and purple scale; 
use of hot gas for winter fumiga¬ 
tion; an oil spray for red spider, 
and poison bran for brown snails. 

Mr. Boyce told of research work 
on red spidpr control, pointing out 
that the rpal name of the pest is 
red mite. He agreed that oil spray 
so far has proved the best means 
of control. He said hundreds of 
materials have been tested. 

Mr. Wahlberg told the growers 
that they and the propagators or 
nurserymen are in a position to 
revolutionize scaly bark treatment 
by means of selecting disease re¬ 
sistant bud stock. Such practice, 
he raid, has shown encouraging 
results. 

Tells Production Cost 

He also reported on cost of pro¬ 
duction studies for lemons, cover- 
in" a 10-vear period in Orange 
county. He advised timing of irri¬ 
gation according to actual soil 
needs rather than by the calendar. 
Simple nitrogenous and bulky or¬ 
ganic fertilizers are gaining in 
favor, he said the studies showed. 
Cultivation is far less frequent, 
and less deep, with better results. 
Pruning costs have declined 50 per 
cent, tests showing that far 
greater production has resulted 
from conservative thinning instead 
of the former drastic cutting.

Of course, if a de¬ 
fendant does not want to assume 
this burden of proof, he does not 
havb to, and can avoid doing so 
by always driving at or below the 
stated lawful speed.

What is the speed limit in Cali¬ 
fornia? This is a question asked 
by motorists. 

In order to answer it satisfac¬ 
torily, it is necessary first to ex¬ 
plain the three principal types of 
speed regulations and briefly re¬ 
view the history of the speed en¬ 
actments of our own legislature. 

The three principal types of 
speed regulations in the United 
States are (a) an arbitrary limit 
— that is, a stated speed beyond 
which it is never lawful to drive; 
lb) no stated speed limit at all, 
only a “careful driving” rule; (c) 
a stated lawful limit, speed be¬ 
yond which is prima facie unlaw¬ 
ful that is, unlawful on the face 
of it, or at first glance, or at first 
consideration. 

Few Learn Law- 

Previous to 1923, California had 
speed regulations of the type 
marked (a). Since 1923 California 
has had speed regulations of the 
type marked (c), but in all the 
years since that time compara¬ 
tively few persons have taken the 
trouble really to learn the Califor¬ 
nia rule. 

Obviously there is a difference 
between a fixed or arbitrary speed 
limit and the so-called “prima facie 
rule,” and this difference is that, 
whereas it is always unlawful to 
exceed an arbitrary speed limit, it 
is not necessarily unlawful to ex¬ 
ceed the stated limit under the 
"prima facie" rule. 

When, then, may one exceed this 
stated limit? I shall answer this 
question immediately, but please 
do not stop reading at the end of 
the next sentence; continue on to 
the end if you wish to know the 
whole story. The answer is, when¬ 
ever by so doing, you do not "en¬ 
danger the safety of persons or 
property,” and the speed in excess 
of the stated limits is “reasonable 
and prudent, having due regard 
for the traffic on and the surface 
and width of the highway." 

“Prima Facie” Rule 

The law presumes that speed in 
excess of the stated limit does en¬ 
danger the safety of persons or 
property and is unreasonable and 
imprudent considering the traffic 
on and the surface and width of 
the highway. This is where the 
"prima facie” rule comes into play. 
It is the burden of the defendant 
to prove such excess speed did 
not endanger the safety of persons 
or property, and was not unrea¬ 
sonable or imprudent considering 
the tarffic on or the surface or 
vVidth of the highway. Unless he 
can do this he may be convicted, 
not of speeding, but of one of the 
acts mentioned above. 

Thus the prima facie rule means 
that you may exceed the stated 
limits of speed and commit no 
offense, provided you can prove 
you did not (a) endanger the 
safety of persons or property and 
(b) that your speed was reason¬ 
able and prudent considering the 
traffic on and the surface and 
width of the highway.

Who's Nervous Now? 


ASMARA, Eritrea, East Africa, | 
Monday, June 17. t IP )—A miracle 
of water is being performed in the 
Italian East African colonies 
where tens of thousands of sol¬ 
diers are massing for a possible 
expedition into Ethiopia. 

When the Italian embattled di¬ 
visions first began to land in Eri¬ 
trea and Somaliland they found 
water bad and difficult to get. In 
many sections it was rationed out 
to them at about a quart a day. 

Water Brought By Boat 

Additional water at first was 
brought by transport ships and 
tankers, even from as far away 
as Naples. Mineral water was 
carried down for the hospitals. 

Eritrea presented a greater 
problem than Somaliland; the lat¬ 
ter colony is traversed by two 
rivers, the Ecebeli and the Giuba, 
but the water of the former is 
mostly saltish. 

Distilling Plants Built 

In Massaua, the main port of 
Eritrea, there is a huge distilling 
plant to make sea water drink¬ 
able. Engineers have also built a 
huge refrigerating plant to cool it. 

In the interior of Eritrea ster¬ 
ilizing and potabilizing plants 
have been installed. Two big dis- 
I tilling plants have been erected in 
| Mogadishu, the capital and port of 
I Somaliland. Moreover, the Moga- 
| di3hu aqueduct can now produce 
400 cubic meters of water daily. 

Surveillance over the waters of 
the rivers Scebeli and Giuba has 
also been instituted. The sources 
of the streams are in Abyssinia. 
Military authorities are taking no 
chances on poisoning.

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A MAN HAS GONE 

W HEN A MAN dies his community gives adequate 
appraisement of his services. That is why the 
wheels of industry and exchange of commerce in River¬ 
side today were silent while the city bowed in sorrow 
over the passing of its illustrious citizen, Frank Miller. 

In the chapel of his own creation, so exquisitely ex¬ 
pressive of his spirituality, friend and pulpit offered a 
eulogy, the songs of faith and hope were sung, and God’s 
voice spoke a benediction in a wealth of flora, which is 
man’s futility when the heart cannot express itself. 

Frank Miller came to California in a calmer and 
sweeter day. He passed through the quiet transition of 
neighborly intimacy into those years when mankind ex¬ 
pressed itself in strife and war, but he never lost his 
faith in the hope that the cross would eventually bring 
all men within the shadows of its sufficiency. 

He gave himself to this purpose and conviction. He 
was a messenger of international peace and world fellow¬ 
ship, a friendly host, and never ceased to spread the 
gospel of good will to men. 

He left a fitting memorial of this devotion on Mount 
Rubidoux. How emblematic of that cross of Calvary 
which vivifies the ultimate in sacrifice. 

While Frank Miller sipped from the crucible of life 
the nectar of wholesome fellowship, he returned in loving 
and human service vastly more than he extracted. There 
is little doubt but when the heavenly balances are made 
that he will be the “Abou Ben Adhem” of Leigh Hunt’s 
immortal poem. 

In future years his lovable character will accentuate 
into a beacon light for those who knew him, and his 
memory reflected in greater effulgence from the cross 
on Mount Rubidoux.

THE GREAT BEER PROBLEM 

B EER sales, some of the brewers complain, are a bit 
disappointing, and we should be derelict in our duty 
should we not at once get to work on this grave problem. 
It is obvious that new uses must be found at once for 
what the poets call the amber brew, and we hope science 
will drop everything and do its stuff. 

Finding new uses for things is a modern idea. Take 
cheese, for instance. You used simply to eat it with 
bread. Then somebody came along and decided it should 
go into salads. Today it can be served—but not to us— 
with fish, mutton, strawberries, grapefruit, boiled lima 
beans and roast beef. It can also be used as a lubricant 
for the differential, for all we care. 

However, beer presents a new problem. Up to now, 
it has simply been a beverage. You drank it, and that 
was that. 

Maybe it could be used as a shampoo and dandruff 
cure. You can’t tell. Whipped up to a foam and rubbed 
well into the scalp, it would probably cure anything and 
make the hair soft and fluffy. 

It could also be used for boiling spinach, and thus 
perhaps making spinach edible. Perhaps. 

But the best use we can imagine for it is this: Let a 
quart of beer be set aside and into it dropped all the old 
razor blades from the bathroom medicine cabinet. In 
time, these blades will be dissolved, and a good grade of 
sharp, tangy beer evolved. Instead of getting your iron 
by eating raisins, you’ll be able to get your steel by drink¬ 
ing razor-beer. 

Well—it’s an idea. We’re just trying to be helpful.

FREE SPEECH IS SAFETY VALVE 

T HE right of free speech is the necessary basis of free 
government. The untrammeled interchange of thought, 
through the spoken and written and printed word, is the 
very essence of freedom. Suppression of this age-old 
right, dear as life itself, voiced in the immutable heritage 
of free men; guaranteed with all the solemnity of the fun¬ 
damental law of the land, is the first crafty step of 
would-be despots. Tyranny can not endure the bright 
light of publicity, residing in the cherished right of free 
expression. 

Not only does elementary justice demand free speech 
but simple wisdom likewise requires it. Suppression soon 
invites explosion. Steam boilers have safety-valves for 
this very reason. When the pressure gets dangerous the 
excess vapor escapes without violence. Confine it, repress 
it, sit on the safety-valve and disaster is sure to follow. 

No ranting radical probably is half as dangerous as 
he pretends to be. Hissing steam does not necessarily im¬ 
ply claws and fangs. Rather, the louder the noise the less 
danger there is. London police have learned this lesson 
and rarely attempt to interfere with the most rabid spell¬ 
binders. Clenched fists and blackest curses may be hurled 
at royalty without protest. The police know it is harm¬ 
less ; . likewise the agitators and the objects of their 
wrath. It is all part of the show and a good time is had 
by all. 

We, however, take ourselves too seriously. We think 
it our bounden duty to reform somebody, or suppress or 
coerce somebody. We pick up the slightest remarks from 
the most irresponsible persons and clothe them with a sig¬ 
nificance never intended, much to the delight of the soap¬ 
boxer whose egotism thereby is immensely flattered. Vol¬ 
taire, sturdy champion of the oppressed, wrote to a friend 
who complained that he was suppressed, “I don’t believe 
a word you say, but I will defend to the death your right 
to say it.” Such independence, tempered by orderly proc¬ 
ess of law, must continue the bulwark of our liberties*
